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New Grounds of Rejection 

The following New Grounds of Rejection is being made in view of the Examiner's 
reconsideration of claims 11, 12, and 14-16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 11,12, and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 11,12, and 14-16 are indefinite because claims 11 and 12 recite the 
phrase "obtainable by", which does not limit these claims to the process limitations 
recited therein; i.e., the claimed "amorphous metal fluoride" does not necessarily have 
to be produced by, for example, the method recited in claim 1 . The word "obtainable" 
opens these claims to process limitations not necessarily encompassed by these 
claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 13, 17, and 18 are allowed. 

5. Claims 11, 12, and 1 4-1 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
